Q. Two years ago I had an ac¬ 
cident that disabled me perma¬ 
nently. 1 did not apply for social 
security disability benefits then, 
but now I have run out of money. 

Is there a time limit on social 
security disability claims or can I 
still apply? 

A. You should apply immedia¬ 
tely to protect your eligibility 
and to avoid loss of payments. 
Your social security office will ex¬ 
plain the time limits. Anyone who 
has a disability which is so severe 
that he is not able to work now 
oi' in the foreseeable future, 
should apply without delay. 

Q. I earned wages of $500 per 
month during- the first eight 
months of this year. I lost my 
joh at the end of August because 
I was 65 then, but 1 want to re¬ 
turn to work if I can find another 
good job. Should 1 apply for so¬ 
cial security retirement payments 
now ? 

A. Yes. Regardless of your 
total earnings, you can collect re¬ 
tirement payments for any month 
in which you neither earn over 
$100 in wages nor work in self- 
employment. If you apply now, 
you can receive social security 
benefits until you find another job 
and have earnings of over $100 
a month. 

Q. I am 68 years old and I 
earned wages of $600 a month 
for many years. It is almost cer¬ 
tain that I will be laid off about 
two months from now. Would it 
be a good idea to file my social 
security claim now, even though 
I am still working? 

A. Yes. Applying now will es¬ 
tablish your benefit rights and 
make sure your checks will start 
promptly when you do stop work. 

Q. My husband died six months 
ago. I've had so many things to 
take care of since then that I 
haven’t had time to apply for any 
social security benefits due me 
and out two children under 18. 
Do I need to file a claim right 
away? 

A. You and the children will not 
lose money if you apply within 
a year of your husband’s death, 
but it would be much better to 
apply now.

PENT ROAD

North Street was called "the Road to the Bridge” on the 1795 
map. In 1831 it was labeled "Pent Road.” 

All New England towns had Pent Roads and it is probable that 
Agawam had more than one. The meaning is literally "pent-up” or 
“closed”, and refers to those wandering cartways which went 
through private land. The reason for them goes back to that ever 
present matter of fencing. 

People on the way to the meetinghouse or mill often had to 
cross a neighbor’s land in order to get out onto a town way. Pastures 
and fields were fenced and so either the fanner or the man in need 
of using the cartway was forced to build gates or bars. A traveler 
might have to go through eight of these obstacles on the way to the 
meetinghouse, and opening- and closing them took time. And to 
make matters worse, the cartway wound around trees and rocks and 
swampy places so that in certain seasons it was necessary to take 1 
along extra oxen to haul the cart out of the mud. 

In 1660 when the Coopers, Leonards and Merricks moved south 
of the river, there was a road toward Hartford and a cartway into 
the meadows. In 1673 a road six rods wide was laid out from 
“2 miles along the cartway to Lt. Coopers,and so down to the mouth 
of Agawam River. 2 rods wide through all properties and 6 through
